G ettysburg this week felt the pinch 
of the Fuel Adm inistration’s methods 
of confiscating coal when it was dis­ 
covered that a carload of bituminous, 
consigned to C. M. Wolf, local dealer, 
had been diverted and was sent to 
Boston to relieve the shortage there, 
instead of being allowed to come on 
here to supply customers who were 
in immediate nee ! of the fuel. 
The coal was shipped on December 
17th from Wes*t Virginia mines and, 
when it failed to arrive within a rea­ 
sonable time, 
Mr. Wolf had 
tracers 
put 
on it with the result th a t he has 
just learned that the coal was stopped 
on its way here and 
sent 
on with 
scores of others to help conditions in 
the New England city. 


The new* caused general consterna­ 
tion among a number of buyers here. 
Mr. Wolf had every bit of the supply 
promised to many different customers, 
to each one of whom he was going 
to sell enough to tide then! over until 
another carload would come and he 
could keep them going 
with 
more. 
Both the dealer and the prospective 
buyers believe that 
the 
conditions 
here were ju st as urgent as in Bos­ 
ton and that there was no justification 
in sending on the coal 
to a 
place 
other than th a t for which it was in­ 
tended. 


Mr. Wolf ordinarily gets two car­ 
loads of this kind of coal each month. 
The action of the Fuel A dm inistra­ 
tion’s representative left him 
with 
only one-half the supply. 
If other 
cars intended 
for 
G ettysburg 
are 
seized in this way the promises of 
local dealers to their customers can­ 
not be carried out an i it is likely th a t 
a condition, even more serious than 
that now prevailing, will arise. 
One or tvyo other 
dealers 
report 
shipments of coal overdue and they 
fear th a t they, too, may have been 
taken. 
O thers state that they have 
coal on the way but it is not yet 
time for it to arrive here. 
Should it fail to come in within a 
reasonable time tracers will at once 
be put on the way to see what has 
become of it.

W ashington, Ja n . 4—President Wil­ 
son this afternoon asked Congress for 
firm and unrestricted powers to con- 
iuet the federal operation of the coun­ 
try's railways. 
Before a joint session of the House 
and 
Senate 
he outlined the initial 
-teps necessary to the success of the 
work of Director General McAdoo. He 
explained the action already taken 
as a necessary means to secure the 
complete control of the resources of 
America by as rapid 
arid effective 
method as possible. 
"P rivate interests must give way to 
public necessity", he said. “The P res­ 
ident asks the necessary means to 
pr >tect the interests of stockholders, 
to protect travelers, and to safeguard 
shippers.” 
Compensation for the railroads will 
f*e based on 
th e average 
operating 
income for the 
three 
years 
ending 
June 30, 1917. 
“ It is probably 
too much 
to ex­ 
pect”, Mr. Wilson 
continued, 
“ that 
even under the 
unified railway ad­ 
m inistration, sufficient economies can 
be effected to add to the equipment 
tend extend facilities without resort­ 
ing 
to th e 
national 
treasury 
for 
funds.” 
Ile, however, did not 
ask for any 
appropriation, saying th a t Director 
McAdoo could take this up with the 
proper 
comm ittees when the 
time 
should come. 
The m essage required fifteen min­ 
utes to transm it. 
It was distinctly 
a plain, business communication, and 
was received quietly by Senators and 
Congressmen. 
President Wilson ap ­ 
parently endeavored to quiet any un­ 
rest by saying: 
“ It is of the utmost consequence to 
the Government itself that all great 
financial enterprises be stabilized and 
co-ordinated with the finances of the 
Government. There should be no bor­ 
rowing which would run athw art the 
borrowing of the federal treasury, and 
no fundamental industrial values an y­ 
where should be unnecessarily im­ 
paired.”

4— A decision 
to 
acknowledge 
the 
independence 
of 
Ukrainia was reached to-day by the 
council of commissaries, a body com­ 
posed of the various Bolshevik! execu­ 
tives to adm inister the affairs in vari­ 
ous cities. 
The decision is virtually 
a victory for the Cossack rebels. 
Russia is now thoroughly aw’ake to 
the duplicity of Germ any in its pro­ 
posals for a separate peace, and ne­ 
gotiations are practically at an end 
unless new offers are made.

.nstgnlflcant force of British destroy* 
•re and light cruisers were the actual 
•tage performers in the little Skng- 
{erak drama. 
Tho not un I fight in the Cattegat bo­ 
gan about seven o’clock in the moili­ 
ng ami was over three hours later. 
The German Jleet behind its fortiflca- 
dous received calls for help, hut dared 
oot 
ta k«- 
a 
chance—probably 
well 
cnnwing that any attempt to send out 
Help would be confronted with enemies 
rising out of tile sea on all sides. 
The Cattegat is a deep bay lying be­ 
tween Denmark and Sweden and lead­ 
ing our through the Skaggorak Into 
the North sea. near the a c 'ne of the 
famous Jutland battle. 
A 
fog lay 
over the entire Cattegat throughout 
the action, and tho British destroyers 
picked off their victims, one by one. 
m d sank them. 
Discredit German Captain’s Story. 
The German auxillary cruiser Marie, 
which was leading the fleet of patrol 
bouts, wa** a ship of 8,000 tons. 
Its 
captain, H err Lauterbacb. was wound­ 
ed. but reached the Danish shore safe­ 
ly. His ship. which had four guns ami a 
crew- of OO, was “suddenly attacked.” 
he said, In an interview with a Danish 
newspaper 
man 
afterward, 
“by 
a 
fleet of British 
destroyers and 
the 
shell* fired by them descended with 
•neb rapidity that the men on the 
Marie were almost doable to use the 
guns. Only a few shots were fire*! be­ 
fore the ship was a mass of flames.” 
British and American naval 
men 
who have been on the China station 
In years past will remember Captain 
Louterbaeh. 
He 
was 
known 
from 
Shanghai to Vladivostok as “Baron 
Munchasen” and Is said to have been 
the most unpopular German naval of­ 
ficer In the far East. 
Lauterbaeh’s naval reputation will 
probably suffer somewhat from th*- 
Cattegat battle. 
His report that In­ 
ured his guns as bing as possible is 
denied by bls own men. who declared 
that 
Lauterbach 
was 
seized 
with 
“funk” as soon as tile enemy appeared 
and that not a single shot was fired 
from the Marie’s guns. 
Presumably th** Marie was making 
its way toward the trade route be­ 
tween Norway and Scotland. In hopes 
of repeating tin* suer canful German a t­ 
tack on the British convoy on October 
17. 
The British commander concen­ 
trated his fire first of all on the Marie 
ami then detached his fastest vessels 
to round up the escorting patrol ves­ 
sels. 
This was thoroughly done after 
a hunt lasting nearly three hours. This 
action, lf should be remembered, oc­ 
curred in waters which the Germans 
regarded as practically one of their 
“Inland seas.” 
The Cattegat is the gntewny to the 
Baltic. 
The scene o f the fight Is 500 
miles from th** nearest British const. 
hut less limn ‘JOO miles from Kiel. The 
Germans held their favorite “interior 
lines.” while the British forces had to 
cross the North sea, go up through the 
Hkaggerak. ami then around M aw . 
Enemy Afraid to Attempt Coup. 
The Germans had every chance to 
execute a coup, cutting off the retreat 
of the British fore*-* by bringing su­ 
perior units up the roast to the en­ 
trance of the Kkaggerak. 
That they 
did not dan- to attempt this is evi­ 
dence of their appreciation of the In­ 
itiative and resource of the British 
navy. 
An Interesting comparison might lie 
made between this clean victory by the 
British destroyers nnd the tip-and-run 
raid by the German light cruisers on a 
British convoy on October IT. 
The Germans sent our iwo of their 
fastest cruisers in th** darkness, struck 
their blows In nervous haste In the 
early morning hours, not pausing to 
rescue a single life of hundreds of 
combatants and non combatants, then

Lines of 
Economy, 
Including Also 


Ordinary Cooking for Times of Peace 


— Children 
Between Ages of 
Five

In addition to tho methods employed 
by Herbert Hoover in promulgating his 
economical suggestions, the govern­ 
ment may soon adopt a course of in­ 
struction in cookery that has proved 
successful 
In 
Great 
Britain. This 
scheme, which was first tried in Lon­ 
don and subsequently put into practical 
use In the other large cities, was stim­ 
ulated, Keith Merrill, American vice 
consul, says, by the necessity for a 
certain amount of training for all 
housewives along the lines of economy 
and including also tile regular train­ 
ing in the art of ordinary cooking for 
times of peace. 


Course of Six Demonstrations. 
The course of destruction In each 
place consists of six demonstrations, 
one weekly, according to the following 
syllabus: 
1. Voluntary 
rations; 
food 
that 
serves the same purpose as meat; how 
to get the hest value for money. 
2. Substitutes for wheat flour; use of 
oatmeal, barley, flour, maize (corn), 
meal and other cereals. 
3. Economical use of sugar; aids and 
substitutes. 
4. Catering for a week; unwise pur­ 
chasing; the evils of underfeeding; the 
relation of price to value. 
5. Kitchen economies; stock, gravy, 
f a t ; the salad garden; the abuse of the 
refuse tub. 
(J. The fireless cooker, the “hot-water 
Jacket,” etc.; other devices for fuel 
saving. 
To till the need for training In the 
art o f ordinary cooking for times of 
peace the London county council has 
provided cou rses in domestic economy 
(cookery, laundry work and house­ 
wifery) in both the day schools and Its 
evening Institutes. 
Children are re­ 
quired to attend these schools between 
the ages of five and fourteen years, 
and the course in domestic science Is 
taken during the last two years of 
their attendance. 
The pupils devote one-half day each 
week to ibis subject, although In cer­ 
tain districts pupils are withdrawn, 
either entirely or for at leust half the 
week, from school duties during a 
period 
varying from 
three 
to six 
months failing within their last year 
at school, so that they may engage in 
the domestic work under as realistic 
conditions as possible, an experiment 
necessitated by the problem of recon­ 
ciling the requirements of the domestic- 
economy course with the demands of 
school time, having regard to the spe­ 
cial conditions existing in Loudon. 


Teach 65,500 in Month. 
In January, 11)17, the 178 cookery 
centers, 5G laundry centers, 128 com­ 
bined cookery and laundry centers, ami 
72 housewifery centers provided places 
In all 'or RT.,.TOO < hildren. 
The foregoing comprises the schedule 
of obligatory Instruction f«*r girls be­ 
tween the ages of five aud fourteen 
years. There are also the evening in­ 
stitute schools attended by all ages 
from fourteen to sixty, In which the 
plan of teaching Is elastic, with a view 
to making the greatest appeal to the 
heterogeneous types of pupils. 
The 
purpose Is to continue th“ education 
aud to develop the economic powers of 


the individual from the polut to which 
she has been brought by former In­ 
struct ion and study. 
Special courses of lesson* have been 
ariauged for war-time meals on cater* 
lug 
and 
cooking dinners, cuppers, 
breakfasts and teas for four or more 
persons at two pence, three pence, six 
pence, nine pence and one shilling (4, 
»?, 12, IS and 24 cents) per person un­ 
der the following heads; 
1. In each case a comparison of cost 
of cooking by gas or coal fire, .with and 
without the aid of fuel saving contriv­ 
ances, such as the haybox (fireless) 
cooker, should he made. 
2. In every case the cost per portion 
must he calculated, and the time spent 
in preparation of the dish noted. 
3. The food value of the dish should 
he discussed. 
4. The attention of students should 
he directed to the special reports on 
the markets (wholesale and retail) In 
the dally press. 
. 
In addition to the day schools and 
evening Institutes, various polytechnic 
institutes, supported by the authorities 
and the reasonable tuition fees collect­ 
ed from the students, supply finishing 
and advanced courses in all subjects 
of tin* science. The consultations and 
demonstrations relative to wur-tlm# 
cookery are free.
